By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  City  Attorney  prepare  appropriate 
legislation  which  would  create  seven-member  Commission  on  AIDS  with 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  with  the  mandate  to  pursue 
private  and  public  funding  for  AIDS  programs  and  therapy;  to  promote 
sensitivity  to  programs  specific  to  people  with  AIDS  and  their 
families;  to  seek  and  prepare  educational  avenues  to  inform  the 
public  on  the  magnitude  of  the  AIDS  epidemic  and  also  how  to  avoid 
infection;  to  attend  and  testify  at  state  and  federal  AIDS  hearings 
with  the  goal  of  pursuing  legislation  necessary  to  promote 
accessibility  of  funds  from  appropriate  governmental  agencies  to 
increase  awareness,  funding,  treatment  and  care  facilities  for 
people  with  AIDS;  and  to  ensure  free  access  to  all  medicines  and 
treatments  (including  AZT  and  any  similar  substance  however, 
expensive)  for  all  people  with  AIDS  who  desire  them.   The  Commission 
to  include  one  salaried,  full-time  director  and  one  salaried, 
full  time  secretary. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  Budget  Analyst  prepare  report  advising  on 
the  cost  of  creating  the  seven-member  Commission  on  AIDS. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  Budget  Analyst  prepare  report  to 
determine  how  much  money  the  City  spends  on  all  programs  and 
services  provided  to  people  with  AIDS;  the  source  of  these  funds; 
what  types  of  programs  and  services  the  City  provides  compared  to 
those  provided  in  other  U.S.  cities;  and  what  programs  and  services, 
such  as,  a  mobile  early  intervention  unit,  intervention  clinic  or 
other  services  may  be  provided  by  other  communities  and  the 
potential  cost  to  establish  same  services  in  this  City. 

By  Supervisor  Nelder,  that  letter  be  sent  to  General  Manager, 
Recreation  and  Park  Department,  inquiring  whether  complete  medical 
records,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  clinical  histories, 
pathology  reports,  histopat hology  reports,  staff  comments  and 
reports,  examinations,  diagnosis,  treatment,  tests  and  subsequent 
findings  on  four  deceased  female  animals  (one  mandrill  and  two 
lemurs  and  one  tapir)  provided  to  the  Board  for  its  hearing.

REPORT  RECEIVED 

At  the  hour  of  2:43  p.m.  the  Mayor  addressed  the  Board  and 
presented  the  following  report  concerning  the  October  17.  1989 
earthquake : 

"Mister  President,  Members  of  this  Honorable  Board  and  fellow  San 
Franciscans . 

For  the  second  time  in  this  century,  an  earthquake  has  shaken  us 
to  the  bedrock  of  our  city. 

And  for  the  second  time  in  this  century,  the  world  has  seen  that 
our  city  is  built  on  the  strongest  bedrock  of  all   -  our  sense  of 
community  and  family. 

Let  there  be  no  mistake. 

Nature  may  have  knocked  our  feet  out  from  under  us  for  a  few 
days,  but  our  heads  and  our  hearts  stayed  in  the  right  place  through 
it  all . 

I  have  never  been  prouder  of  being  a  San  Franciscan  than  I  have 
been  this  week. 
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Today,  before  I  deliver  this  report,  I  would  like  to  ask  for  a 
minute  of  silent  reflection  for  our  neighbors  and  family  who  came  to 
harm  and  the  13  who  lost  their  lives. 

While  the  vast  majority  of  our  city  and  our  city  services  are 
operating  at  full  capacity  and  efficiency,  there  remain  a  large 
number  of  San  Franciscans  who  face  a  months  long  effort  of  recovery. 

It  is  to  them  that  we  must  first  speak. 

The  greatest  destruction  took  place  South  of  Market  and  in  the 
Mar  ina . 

Citywide,  about  250  buildings  have  now  been  declared  unsafe. 
Some  will  have  to  be  demolished,  but  it  will  be  our  policy  to  work 
with  owners  to  do  all  that  we  can  to  shore  up  and  repair  existing 
bui Idings . 

More  than  half  of  the  unsafe  buildings  are  residential. 

In  the  South  of  Market,  over  1,000  units  of  housing  have  been 
declared  unsafe. 

This  includes  the  Anglo  Hotel,  a  residence  for  200  people,  the 
Camelot  Hotel,  and  smaller,  affordable  apartments  in  the  area. 

Many  of  these  residents  found  shelter  first  at  the  Moscone  Center 
emergency  facility,  and  now  are  being  assisted  with  the  help  of  the 
U.S.  Army  at  the  Presidio  and  the  U.S.  Navy  aboard  the  USS  Pelelliu. 

Now  we  must  work  to  recover  housing  for  both  a  transitional 
period  and  for  the  long-term  that  retains  af f ordabi 1 i ty  as  well  as 
the  capacity  of  our  city's  social  service  housing  support  program. 

While  working  as  hard  as  we  know  how  to  assist  those  made 
homeless  in  this  quake,  we  will  not  forget  our  compassion  and 
commitment  for  those  who  were  homeless  in  our  city  before  Tuesday. 

Some  35  buildings  in  the  Marina  also  have  been  declared  unsafe, 
and  the  vast  majority  are  multi-family  residences. 

As  with  other  San  Franciscans,  these  victims  will  need  emergency 
federal  and  state  assistance  for  their  recovery. 

Since  the  earthquake,  we  have  inspected  over  4.000 
privately-owned  buildings  and  500  public  buildings. 

Between  750  to  1,000  of  these  buildings  will  need  extensive 
repairs . 

Nearly  all  of  them  could  use  some  repairs. 

The  most  extensive  repairs  currently  anticipated  for  city  owned 
property  includes  $61  million  at  the  Port,  where  Pier  45  was 
seriously  damaged  and  other  damage  occurred  including  to  the 
administrative  building  for  the  shipyard  and  to  the  Agricultural 
Bui  Id  ing . 
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However,  che  Port  is  still  able  to  service  ships  which  call,  jnd 
is  doing  so.  for  three  ships  this  week. 

The  Asian  Art  Museum  and  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  have  sustained  at 
least  $20  million  in  losses  to  their  collections,  and  many  of  the 
pieces  are  irreplaceable  even  though  insurance  exists  to  cover  much 
of  it . 

The  Health  Department  estimates  earthquake  costs  at  $17  million 
in  emergency  costs  and  damages. 

The  Airport  reports  an  estimated  $7  million  in  damages,  including 
to  the  Control  Tower. 

They  also  report  that  two  babies  were  born  at  the  airport  in  the 
immediate  aftermath  of  the  quake. 

The  Main  Public  Library's  North  Wing  may  have  to  be  permanently 
closed  and  four  branch  libraries  are  damaged. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  estimates  that  damage  to  sewers, 
streets,  sidewalks  and  signals  are  $64  million. 

Of  necessity,  many  departments  have  been  unable  to  provide  exact 
information  on  damages  and  costs. 

Their  first  priority,  in  all  cases,  has  been  to  deliver  services 
to  those  in  need. 

Every  Department  has  been  outstanding,  with  bus  drivers  commuting 
as  much  as  six  hours  to  get  to  their  jobs  to  keep  public 
transportation  working  in  our  city,  social  workers  providing 
counseling  at  shelters  while  coping  with  the  emergencies  in  their 
own  homes  and  families,  literally  hundreds  of  off  duty  firefighters 
on  the  job  within  two  hours  of  the  quake,  standing  their  ground  in 
the  teeth  of  one  of  the  most  dangerous  fires  in  our  city's  history, 
the  police  department  put  every  available  officer  on  duty,  including 
cadets  and  even  a  retired  officer  who  reported  for  duty,  paramedics 
and  health  workers  going  into  action  and  staying  on  the  job  for  days 
with  little  sleep,  and  so  many  more. 

According  to  our  best  current  estimates,  the  additional  costs  for 
all  staffing  during  the  first  days  of  the  emergency  total  between 
$13  and  $16  million. 

As  the  Board  is  aware,  our  city's  emergency  reserve  totals  $S.9 
mill  ion . 

It  is  our  expectation  that  we  will  receive  federal  and  state 
assistance  for  these  costs  and  my  budget  staff  and  the  Controller  is 
working  to  document  and  submit  these  costs  on  an  immediate  basis. 

We  also  are  still  holding  to  the  estimate  that  overall  costs  of 
the  earthquake  will  be  in  excess  of  $2.2  billion. 

Private  sector  costs  could  be  between  $1.5  billion  and  $2.5 
billion,  and  public  sector  costs  could  be  $750  million. 
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I  have  met  with  the  Governor,  who  has  personally  pledged  state 
support  £or  our  full  recovery  efforts. 

I  am  very  pleased  with  his  understanding  of  our  needs,  and  his 
willingness  to  deliver  fast  state  action. 

I  also  have  met  with  the  President  and  given  him  a  briefing  on 
San  Francisco's  excellent  response  to  the  immediate  emergency  and 
our  requirements  from  the  federal  government  for  recovery  assistanc 

I  am  very  pleased  that  the  President  made  an  on-the  spot  judgment 
to  name  Transportation  Secretary  Sam  Skinner  as  a  "disaster  czar"  t'_ 
coordinate  the  various  federal  assistance  programs  that  residents, 
businesses,  and  our  city  will  require. 

President  Bush's  Secretary  for  Health  and  Human  Services,  Dr. 
Louis  Sullivan,  also  has  been  here  and  met  with  Julia  Lopez,  our 
General  Manager  for  Social  Services,  and  David  Werdegar,  our  Health 
Director . 

Dr.  Sullivan  has  promised  to  work  closely  with  them  on  key 
assistance  programs. 

In  the  first  24  hours,  I  received  personal  assurances  of  help 
from  Jack  Kemp,  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

Yesterday,  (FEMA)  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  opened  its 
first  office  in  the  Presidio,  and  our  city  departments  are  there 
working  alongside  them  to  provide  comprehensive  services  to  people 
beginning  the  recovery  process. 

Last  Tuesday,  at  5:04  p.m.  we  were  all  lucky. 

As  serious  as  this  earthquake  is  --  and  knowing  that  even  now  we 
do  not  have  firm  answers  because  aftershocks  continue  to  alter  the 
landscape   -  we  had  some  advantages. 

The  earthquake  happened  in  the  daytime. 

The  second  lucky  break  was  that  it  was  a  windless  day,  and  so  we 
were  spared  the  flames  that  could  easily  have  whipped  across  alleys 
and  streets  to  take  block  after  block. 

The  third  advantage  was  that  this  quake  did  not  sever  our  vital 
city  services. 

Police  stations  and  fire  stations,  hospitals  and  most 
transportation  stayed  in  working  order  and  were  never  in  danger. 

We  made  the  maximum  use  of  this  good  luck  with  a  full  strength, 
effective  emergency  disaster  effort  that  spared  our  city  greater 
harm. 

But  now,  as  we  begin  this  second  week,  the  advantages  we  need 
will  not  come  as  a  gift  from  nature. 

The  advantages  we  need  for  this  recovery  period  must  come  from 
our  common  human  nature. 
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This  first  weeK,  the  people  of  this  city  showed  grace  and 
courage,  compassion  and  self  - sacr i f ice . 

You  gave  it  without  thought  of  reward,  but  as  Mayor,  I  can  tell 
you  that  you  have  won  Che  admiration  of  the  world. 

I  have  received  messages  from  leaders  in  every  part  of  the  world, 
from  China  to  Greece,  Cuba  to  Canada,  from  world  leaders  to  simple 
citizens  who  have  visited  our  city  and  loved  it. 

You  have  made  us  a  shining  city,  with  the  best  that  can  be  found 
in  any  people  anywhere. 

You  were  exceptional  in  every  regard,  a  city  where  neighbors 
helped  strangers. 

In  San  Francisco,  there  was  no  looting  in  the  days  after  the 
quaKe  and  crime  of  all  types  declined  drastically. 

Having  stretched  ourselves  so  far,  we  cannot  now  contract  and 
shr  inK . 

We  need  to  reach  with  a  special  kindness  to  those  whose  recovery 
will  take  time,  and  we  need  to  be  impartial  and  generous  in 
understanding  there  can  never  be  a  distinction  between  victims  who 
have  suffered. 

Most  of  all,  we  cannot  allow  ourselves  to  be  divided,  but  must 
keep  seeing  our  common  interests. 

Self  interest  from  landlords  or  tenants,  buyers  or  sellers  of  any 
goods  necessary  for  rebuilding,  labor  or  management,  should  be 
regarded  as  hostile  to  our  public  interest. 

Our  city  has  made  an  amazing  recovery  in  such  a  short  period  of 
t  ime . 

All  but  three  public  transportation  lines  are  open  and  operating 
fully. 

The  Port  geared  up  to  assist  the  influx  of  ferry  passengers  this 
morning,  helping  S.OOO  ferry  commuters  get  to  their  jobs  with  a 
strong  coordinated  effort  involving  MUNI  and  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department. 

The  Police  are  able  to  return  to  normal  shifts  at  most  stations. 

But  the  aftershocks  in  our  city  will  require  our  vigilance,  just 
as  much  as  the  aftershocks  to  our  landscape  require  our  vigilance. 

There  are  unanswered  questions  about  the  impact  of  this  quake  on 
our  city's  revenues  as  well  as  on  our  city's  costs. 

The  tax  base  in  business  and  homes  has  been  affected,  and  we 
cannot  be  sure  yet  what  the  impact  on  tourism  may  be. 

I  am  preparing  recommendations  that  will  suggest  how  San 
Franciscans  can  assist  in  our  economic  recovery  by  buying  and 
spending  in  San  Francisco. 
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Many  theaters  and  artists  have  been  affected,  and  their  loss  is 
our  loss . 

I  have  joined  with  the  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  which  has 
done  an  excellent  job  of  reaching  out  to  conventions  to  reassure 
them  that  we  remain  a  good  host. 

This  Friday,  if  we  can  be  sure  of  the  iron  clad  assurances  1  have 
asked  and  if  traffic  and  other  considerations  warrant  it,  we  will 
see  a  resumption  of  the  World  Series. 

What  the  world  will  see  that  day,  is  that  this  will  be  the  first 
World  Series  with  no  loser.   We  are  all  winners  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area. 

In  three  weeks,  our  city  will  hold  our  regularly  scheduled 
elect  ion . 

There  are  differences  of  opinion  on  some  of  the  issues  that  will 
be  on  that  ballot,  but  today,  as  Mayor,  I  hope  that  there  will  be  no 
difference  of  opinion  on  the  importance  of  each  San  Franciscan 
casting  a  vote. 

In  this  election,  whatever  the  outcome  of  any  Proposition,  our 
City  will  win  if  the  people  come  to  cast  their  ballots  for  a  San 
Francisco  that  we  all  have  shaped  with  our  vote. 

I  thank  this  Board  for  the  exemplary  service  you  have  provided 
during  this  past  week,  particularly  with  the  coordination  of 
volunteer  efforts  that  helped  save  our  city  and  start  our  recovery. 

Today  I  will  ask  the  Board  to  approve  a  resolution  establishing 
The  San  Francisco  Earthquake  Recovery  Fund. 

Donations  will  be  tax  deductible,  and  I  would  like  the  Board  to 
know  that  we  already  have  been  offered  donations  from  San 
Francisco's  friends  in  Japan  and  China  that  total  more  than  $1 
mill  ion. 

I  want  to  thank  our  city  attorney,  sheriff  and  other  officials 
who  have  tirelessly  served  the  city  during  this  emergency. 

Our  city's  state  legislature  representatives  have  provided 
crucial  support  in  seeing  that  quick  assistance  makes  its  way  to  us. 

Our  city's  congressional  delegation  has  stood  at  our  side  and 
worked  to  see  that  the  federal  government  stands  by  our  side. 

I  have  just  received  word  within  the  hour  from  Congresswoman 
Nancy  Pelosi  that  she  has  been  successful  in  inserting  an  amendment 
to  the  Continuing  Budget  Resolution  that  will  raise  the  limit  on 
loans  to  homeowners  from  the  current  maximum  of  $100,000  to  a  new 
level  of  $500,000. 

This  will  be  a  crucial  achievement  if  we  are  to  help  people 
rebuild  homes  in  the  expensive  Bay  Area. 
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Congresswomdn  Pelosi  has    also  been  able  to  raise  the  maximum  for 
Small  Business  Administration  loans  from  $100,000  to  $S00,000  it 
Congress  approves  this  measure  when  they  vote  tomorrow. 

I  want  to  thank  all  o£  our  city  employees,  and  especially  our 
public  safety  personnel  -   police,  fire,  health,  public  works,  and 
the  California  Conservation  Corp  members  -   who  were  the  backbone  of 
our  city's  successful  emergency  response. 

To  symbolize  all  of  them.  I  want  to  single  our  DPW  Director  Dick 
Kvans  for  his  heroic  efforts  from  the  very  beginning. 

To  all  of  you.  but  especially  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  I 
want  you  to  know  that  the  spirit  and  character  of  our  city  has  never 
been  brighter  than  it  is  today    and  it  is  because  of  each  of  you. 

In  the  first  days  of  shock,  each  person  had  their  story  to  tell 
of  where  they  were  when  the  earth  shook  foe  IS  seconds. 

No  one  will  ever  forget  it. 

But  now.  I  believe  that  years  from  now.  I  believe  that  future  San 
Franciscans  will  also  recall  where  the  people  of  this  city  stood  in 
the  days  and  weeks  and  even  months  following  this  earthquake. 

And  I  believe  that  the  story  they  will  hear  is  how  we  stood  fast 
for  each  other,  of  not  just  what  a  quake  brought  down,  but  what 
together    we  constructed  to  make  this  once  again  the  San  Francisco 
that  catches  at  your  heart  because  it  is  our  home.

Statement  by  Supervisor  Walker 
Summary  of  Housing  Actions 

The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  been  made  aware  of  the 
impact  of  the  October  17  earthquake  on  our  city's  housing 
resources.   There  has  been  a  loss  of  residential  units,  both  short 
and  long  term,  which  aggravates  the  supply  of  housing,  especially 
affordable  housing,  for  our  residents.   Tenants,  especially  low 
income  tenants,  are  facing  temporary  or  permanent  displacement, 
aggravated  by  confusion  and  fear  resulting  from  the  postings  of 
almost  4000  buildings  as  damaged  or  severely  damaged.   Building 
owners  are  concerned  regarding  their  rights  and  responsibilities 
during  this  period. 

In  order  to  create  greater  certainty  to  all  parties,  to  resolve 
the  status  of  the  safety  of  our  buildings,  and  to  move  forward  on 
the  reconstruction  of  our  housing,  several  legislative  elements  will 
be  necessary.   These  would  include: 

1.  Enacting  a  moratorium  on  evictions  from  any  buildings 
damaged  by  the  earthquake,  according  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works. 

2.  Requesting  a  moratorium  on  the  payment  of  mortgage  payments 
by  Owners  of  damaged  buildings  from  all  lending  institutions. 
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3.  h'roviding  an  orderly  process  for  tne  complete  and  definitive 
inspection  ot  any  and  all  buildings  Chat  owners  or  tenants 
feel  may  have  suffered  some  structural  damage  due  to  the 
earthquake . 

4.  Providing  accurate,  public,  and  multilingual  information 
regarding  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  owners  to  vacate 
buildings  in  order  to  take  action  to  restore  the  structures  to 
habitable  condition. 

b.   Providing  accurate,  public,  and  multilingual  information 
regarding  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  tenants  to 
occupy  their  units  if  requested  to  vacate,  to  seek  adjustments 
to  their  rents  if  their  units  are  not  occupiable.  and  to 
retain  their  own  technical  advice  regarding  the  safety  of 
t hei  r  units . 

6.  A  commitment  of  the  city  permit  granting  agencies  to 
prioritize  assisting  building  owners  in  the  repair  and 
replacement  of  structures  as  required. 

7.  A  commitment  of  the  city  to  prioritize  financial  resources  in 
the  reconstruction  effort,  especially  to  minimize  the 
financial  impact  on  low  and  moderate  income  tenants  and 
owners,  and  on  small  business. 

In  order  to  coordinate  these  efforts,  the  Mayor  and  the  Hoard  of 
Ijupervisors  are  developing  coordinated   legislation  over  the  next 
days  and  weeks.   This  effort  takes  some  time,  but  to  rush  too 
quickly  to  adopt  legislation  may  cause  greater  public  confusion  than 
to  present  a  clear  and  comprehensive  set  of  policies  and  laws  that 
will  lead  us  forward  in  a  thoughtful  reconstruction  effort.

I  am  writing  you  in  recognition  of  your  notable  efforts  to 
respond  to  the  needs  of  the  City  and  its  residents  during  this 
period  of  recovery  from  the  October  17  earthquake.   Members  of  the 
Board  have  taken  the  initiative  to  introduce  legislation  in  response 
to  various  aspects  of  the  earthquake  recovery.   I  support  in  concept 
much  of  this  legislation.   I  am  concerned  that  in  the  attempt  to 
address  individual  problems,  there  may  be  both  redundancy  and 
uncoordinated  pieces  of  legislation  which  could  confuse  the  intended 
benef  iciar  ies . 

With  this  in  mind,  I  respectfully  request  the  President  of  the 
Board  to  coordinate  the  introduction  of  legislation  through  the  use 
of  a  committee  of  Board  members  established  to  review  and  recommend 
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all  earthquake  response  and  recovery  legislation.   I  respectfully 
suggest  the  committee  seek  the  advice  of  the  various  public 
departments  and  agencies  in  drafting  legislation. 

It  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  there  has  been  public 
confusion  and  apprehension  regarding  the  safety  of  individual 
structures.   I  am  also  informed  that  it  will  take  some  additional 
days  or  weeks  to  complete  the  exhaustive  building  analysis  necessary 
for  both  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  building  owners  to 
assess  the  condition  of  properties. 

For  these  reasons.  I  am  requesting  that  the  Board  adopt  a 
moratorium  on  all  evictions  of  tenants  who  are  the  legal  occupants 
of  buildings  which  have  suffered  some  damage  due  to  the  earthquake. 
I  am  also  asking  the  Board  to  join  me  in  urging  all  lending 
institutions  to  institute  a  30  day  moratorium  on  al  mortgage 
payments  for  owners  of  property  who  have  suffered  damage  due  to  the 
earthquake .
